My dear people: 

One of the facts about the Church that we 
are liable to forget is that it is a world-wide 
fellowship of prayer. This fact has been strik¬ 
ingly illustrated by the messages that have been 
coming in to the Synod Office lately. 

There is a calendar of intercession put out by 
our Mother Church in England. Each day a diocese 
of the Anglican Communion and its bishop are 
remembered. In that calendar the diocese of 
Edmonton is down for April 23rd (St. George's 
Day). I cannot help feeling a personal satisfac¬ 
tion in the fact that this particular day is chosen 
for us because it happens to be my birthday. 

And so we receive greetings from such places 
as Canterbury, Liverpool, and Jerusalem, with the 
news that on April 23 rd prayers were offered for 
us at the Holy Communion. On the Canterbury 
card is a postscript with personal greetings to us 
all, in the handwriting of the Archbishop of Canter¬ 
bury himself. How truly blessed is such a fellow¬ 
ship of prayer — and in that fellowship, we too 
are called to share in the work of intercession. 

This year we have had only one student 
graduate from theological college and present him¬ 
self for ordination. He is the Reverend Thomas 
Alleyne Rayment, who was ordained a deacon in 
the Church of God on May the twenty-second. We 
welcome Mr. Rayment into our family of clergy. 

I must again remind you all that only when 
we are all zealous in our prayers and interests, 



will a sufficient number of young men hear the 
call to the ministry. It should be the pride and 
joy of every parish to see at least one of its sons 
respond in this way to the call of God. Unless 
you have seen this happen, you are really an 
assisted parish, however much money you raise. 
For the clergy who minister to you grew up in 
some other parish, which gladly saw them go forth 
and serve the Church. 

At the present time I know of only one young 
man who is planning to begin his studies for the 
ministry next September. He is Mr. Adrian Green¬ 
wood of All Saints' Cathedral. We need at least 
three each year if our diocese is to be self-support¬ 
ing (as it should be) in the supply of clergy. So 
will you remember, in your prayers, to ask God 
to put it into the hearts of ever more of our young 
men to hear his call. 


And now the summer months come along, mean¬ 
ing harder work for some and holidays for others. 
May God bless you all, so that in September we 
can take up afresh our busy Diocesan programme.

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THE MARWAYNE CHURCH: 

Last month the Edmonton Churchman carried 
a story on the destruction of the Anglican Church 
at Marwayne. The Church burned down, a com¬ 
plete loss. 

The loss was a grievous one, as it would be 
to any parish, in that the Church had recently 
been improved and enlarged by the members of 
the Parish. It also had its memories, going back 
to the earlier days when that part of Alberta was 
first populated. 

The loss was yet more grievous, however, in 
that the Church was scarcely insured against loss 
by fire. The parish is left with very little in hand 
to begin building. 

Here is an opportunity for the wonderful sense 
of fellowship in the Diocese of Edmonton to be of 
practical help. Parishes, groups within parishes, 
and individuals are being encouraged to send in 
contributions to the Synod office to help this 
country point get on its feet once more. A wide 
support from all of us will clearly demonstrate 
that brotherhood which exists between us. That 


there is a warm and genuine sense of brotherhood 
in the Diocese, no one will deny. But it is not 
often that we can express our love one for another 
in such times of urgent need. Marwayne has 
not asked for help. But there are many who would 
wish to give help. If you are one you can send 
your contribution to the Synod Office, where it will 
be forwarded to the Rev. A. E. Potter and be used 
in the erection of a new Marwayne Church. 

VACATION SCHOOLS 

This summer will see more Vacation Schools 
being conducted in Anglican Parishes than in years 
past. They are a recent thing in Anglican circles. 
But they fulfil a very useful function in the teach¬ 
ing of the young. Such schools meet daily for 
one or two weeks and include worship, Christian 
Education and such diversions as handicrafts arid 
sports. They tend to give the child a concentrated 
form of teaching which is what they miss at Sun¬ 
day School where the classes are a week apart. 
In a two-week term they can acquire a fairly 
thorough understanding and a familiarity with 
Anglican liturgy. New hymns can be introduced 
and learned. Congregational parts in services 
can be memorized. Training in worship bears 
fruit in the course of the school, with little time 
between daily services to forget.^ 

Besides all this the Children enjoy Vacation 
Schools. Attendance is always good. In a long 
summer, unrelieved by any organized activities 
for the young children of a community, the Annual 
Vacation School is a high point. 

But Vacation Schools cannot be run by the 
Parson alone. Help is needed, even if for a few 
hours each day. Ask your parson about Vacation 
Schools and volunteer your own services.

The Rev. William Gerald Burch 
Appointed Dean of Edmonton 

The Bishop, with the Vestry of All 
Saints Cathedral, has announced that 
the Rev. Gerald Burch, Rector of All 
Saints’ Windsor, has been appointed 
Dean of Edmonton and Rector of All 
Saints’ Edmonton. 

Mr. Burch, is not entirely new to the 
Anglican congregations in Edmonton, 
having been in Edmonton some years 
ago as a Lenten Noon Day preacher. 
Nor is he a stranger to the West. In 
1942 he was inducted Rector of St. 
Luke’s Parish, Winnipeg, where he 
served for ten years prior to his appoint¬ 
ment to Windsor in 1952.

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Mothers' Union 

The second object of the Mothers’ 
Union reads: “To awaken in all mo¬ 
thers a sense of their great responsibility 
in training their boys and girls—the 
Fathers and Mothers of the future.’’ 

In these days of radio, television, pic¬ 
ture shows, comic books and emphasis 
upon sport, too often religion is rele¬ 
gated to a backseat in the home, if not 
ignored altogether. 

The Mothers’ Union stresses the need 
and importance of religious training in 
the homes. 

No religious education is allowed in 
our school—a matter of deep regret. 
Our Sunday schools do an immense 
work, and full recognition of their faith¬ 
ful loving labour should be accorded 
them, but they have the children for one 
hour a week for ten months of the year— 
far too short a time to give the know¬ 
ledge and training necessary. Therefore, 
it must be supplemented in the home. 

The logical person to give most of 
this training is the mother, as, for the 
first few very important years she is 
in personal contact with the child to 
a far greater degree than the father. 
He, of course, should participate when 
he is at home and has the opportunity. 

Children can accept the idea of a 
loving heavenly Father who cares for 
and cherishes His children, at a very 
early age. One cannot begin too young, 
either with simple prayers or with Bible 
stories. It has been suggested that if 
parents kneel down with their children, 
it gives the idea of a shared companion¬ 
ship in prayer in contrast with the long 
accepted idea of children praying at 
mother’s knee. 

A set time should be sought for Bible 
stories—not altogether an easy task for 
the busy young mother with her multi¬ 
tudinous duties, but set times are al- 
loted for material tasks, why not for the 
spiritual one of teaching little ones about 
God? One busy mother of my acquaint¬ 
ance used to do this while doing the 
mechanical work of ironing, causing the 
minister who called one day while this 
was in progress, to laughingly remark 
that these children would always associ¬ 
ate the Bible with the iron! 

Another simple way of bringing the 
knowledge of God’s providence con¬ 
stantly to the minds of children, is to 
always say grace at mealtime. Many 


parents who are insistent on the “thank 
you” from children for favors received 
from relatives or friends, pass up this 
golden opportunity of thanking the 
Heavenly Father for His constant pro¬ 
vision of food for our bodies. If this is 
done from earliest childhood, many val¬ 
uable lessons can be taught right at the 
meal table. 

By far the greatest teacher, is ex¬ 
ample. Those children who are accust- 
torned to seeing their parents pray and 
hearing them talk about the Bible, who 


accompany them to public worship, and 
send them to Sunday school, will never 
forget these lessons of their youth. 

The Mothers’ Union carries a wide 
variety of pamphlets for parents’ use, 
children’s prayers for various ages, pray¬ 
ers for mothers, graces, notes on Bap¬ 
tisms and Confirmation—simple explan¬ 
ation of Morning Prayers and many 
others. These are all moderately priced, 
and information about them can be ob¬ 
tained by contacting Mrs. D. Kavanagh 
at 31894, or Mrs. A. J. Crook at 34727. 


TENTATIVE BUDGET FOR 1957 

What does the Tentative Budget for 1957 mean? Simply this—that there is to be 
no increase in the amount of money which the diocese pays to the three main 
Boards of the Church in Toronto, i.e. Missionary Society, Religious Education, So¬ 
cial Service. But—and it is a pretty big But, because it amounts to $2,960.00— 
whereas we asked the Church in Canada to give us missionary funds to the extent 
of $8,000.00 last year to enable us to carry on, next year we are going to cut down 
the amount we are going to ask them for to $5,040.00. We are going to release 
$2,960.00 of missionary money for use in India and Japan and elsewhere. This means 
that we shall have less money to distribute in the diocese in the form of grants. It is 
plain that the next step is for all parishes who receive grants to reduce them by at 
least ten per cent. Parish priests, church wardens, secretary-treasurers, and vestries— 
please look into this matter. Tell us that you are going to decrease your grants for 
1957.

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NEWS FOR YOUTH 



One of the popular projects at this 
time of year, especially in youth work 
is “HOLDING A BANQUET.” This may 
be a “Mother and Daughter Banquet,” 
“Father and Son” Big and Little Sister 
or Brother Banquet, or a Supper Ban¬ 
quet to welcome some special guest. 
The planning of such is not easy, and 
often a leader is at a loss in knowing 
proper procedure. This article may help 
answer some of your questions about 
Banquets. 

Banquets are not only fun, but edu¬ 
cational, too. They train the members in 

(a) Social behaviour at a banquet. 

(b) Toasting, replying and speaking in 
public, and acquaint others with the 
aims and objects of the organization. 

The suggested form of agenda to use 
is: 

Grace: 

Banquet: After the first course the tables 
are cleared, and the dessert, cups and 
saucers and toast cups are brought to 
the table. The ladies serving may then 
have dinner and the toasts would go 
on. After the toasts, the rest of the 
dishes are cleared. 

Speech of Welcome: This should be 
given by the President who is Chairman 
throughout the evening. 

Introductions: All head table guests 
should be introduced, each guest stand¬ 
ing so all can see him or her. A clap 
should welcome each one. 

Leaders, assistants, and President should 
be introduced. More introductions are 
in order if you would like. If there is 
a whole visiting group, they might re¬ 
ply to their introduction with a short 
song. The entertaining group could fol¬ 
low with one of their favourite songs. 
Toasts: Another member, other than the 
Chairman may be the Toast Master 
or Mistress. 

1. The Queen—by a member. The re¬ 
ply by another member who could 
play the piano, all joining in the 
singing. 

2. The Church—by a member. The re¬ 
ply by the Rector or Warden. 

3. The work of the organization—by 
a member. Reply by the President 
of the sponsoring organization.

4. The leaders. Diocesan officials, etc. 
—by a member. Reply by a Leader. 

5. The mothers and banquet, preparers 
—by a member. Reply by a mother. 
(The workers should have been called 
in previously.) 

Program: 

1. Five minutes intermission for final 
clearing of tables. 

2. Five minutes sing song. 

3. Address by guest speaker if there 
is one. 

4. Entertainment. 

5. Closing Prayers.

News From Amritsar: 

Bishop Wilkinson, in a recent letter, 
sent thanks for Canadian assistance given 
to his Diocese to help repair the damage 
done by the flood. 

He told of a project now being car¬ 
ried on to build a Model Christian 
Village, which will replace three of 
four mud villages completely destroyed 
by the flood. One hundred Christian 
families will live in the new settlement, 
in model homes. The village will have 
wide streets, open spaces, and a large 
recreation ground. The best spot has 
been reserved for the Chinch, the priest’s 
house, and a large school. The name of 
the village is to be Nav Jivan which 
means “New Life.” 

Two native ordination candidates, Ar¬ 
thur Prem Das and Yusuf Jagan Nath, 
have been ordained deacons and will be 
assisting with the work in Amritsar Dio¬ 
cese. A new convert. Dr. Pran Nath 
Narula, has taken charge of the Mission 
Hospital at Mandalay. Bishop Wilkin¬ 
son asks that we remember these young 
men in our prayers. 

A Bible Women’s Training School is 
to be opened at Kangra under the direc¬ 
tion of Miss Nattress. The Trainees are 
to be given practical experience in vil¬ 
lage work both in the hills and in the 
plains.

INDIA FLOODS~Eye Witness 


(Continued from last issue) 

Poor Bishop Wilkinson — such a heart 
ache as hemoved about the Diocese and 
sees so much destruction -—- how busy 
he keeps — running powdered milk and 
butter fats here, medicine there, tents, 
clothing, and blankets somewhere else. 
We see him often on flying trips as he 
comes in with supplies for people in this 
area. 

On the 20th vehicles were starting to 
come in by another route so Ken’s need 
across the river was less. When he de¬ 
cided to bring the car back here, (about 
1 V 2 miles away) we had to drive seventy- 
eight miles to get here. The approaches 
to the bridge over the Sukie River were 
completely washed away and will take a 
lot of work to repair. The ferry trips 
have stopped because the river is now in 
its rightful place. On this trip home the 
whole family went along. We passed 
through Batala where a lot of damage 
has been done to church property, and 
we saw Tarn Taren — the damage 
there isn’t so great, but there is plenty 
of water lying around. Peel’s house had 
about a foot of water in it — but the 
people there did a good job of saving 
their things. The Peel’s are still in Lan- 
dour and Don is still in the hospital 
after four months. Passing through Am¬ 
ritsar on the way home things were 
very much as usual again, but many 
buildings could be seen in ruins. 

One surprising thing are the shop¬ 
keepers. As soon as the water went out 
of their shops, out came their stocks in¬ 
to the road into the hot Indian sun to 
dry. Now they are busily selling every¬ 
thing again as though nothing happened 
— even cigarettes and matches were 
salvaged. Nothing daunts a Punjab they 
say —' and I’m beginning to feel this is 
true indeed. 

Someone wrote today saying the read 
in the Canadian papers that even the 
snakes were hanging from the trees — 
I haven’t seen any hanging from trees 
but all in one evening our Indian girl 
ran in very frightened by a deadly snake 
—■ later that night I went to the Padre’s 
house to hear the news on the radio, on 
returning I opened the gate of his Com¬ 
pound, in the beam of the flashlight was 


a huge cobra — it also got away! I 
came home rather upset and ‘seeing 
snakes’ went safely to bed. Sometime 
later I was awakened by a huge commo¬ 
tion at my door. 

There was the Padre’s servant with 
a huge six footer dangling on a pole. 
(It was not a deadly species, but still 
a good bit of snake) I had to go out 
and pay due respect to the dear man 
who was so proud of his catch — caught 
in the Padre’s kitchen. Somehow I 
think I’d have been proud of killing it 
too, but can’t picture myself being around 
long enough to kill one. 

Well things seem to be getting back 
to normal again and the water nearly all 
gone, now we pray there wont be any 
serious epidemics. They are due to 
break in another few weeks. However a 
good piece of work has been done clean¬ 
ing wells and distributing medicine. I 
pray that these things will prevent too 
much sickness. These people have suf¬ 
fered enough already. But the people 
do not know the importance of cleanli¬ 
ness and drink tire filthiest of water, 
they need so much help, and it is feared 
there will be a lot of hunger this winter 
as so many crops have been lost. Your 
rayers are indeed for these people. Such 
rave souls. A sight I will never forget 
while the waters were still high and 
everything was too wet to work, and the 
people were still stunned by what hap¬ 
pened — A whole village flattened and 
all the people just sitting on huge mud 
heaps where their homes had fallen — 
just watching the water swirl around 
them. Now these same people are brave¬ 
ly rebuilding and so thankful for what 
little they salvaged and get. God bless 
them all, everyone! 

It may seem that I have written this 
letter, but the greatest part is Ken’s. As 
I wanted to say something too, I offered 
o make this into one letter. We both 
wanted to get a letter off while things 
are still fresh in our minds. 

Plans are already underway to make 
Ajnala a centre for future Flood Relief 
Work, a boat and supplies are to be kept 
here because this area has always been 
the worst affected and this is the fourth 
flood in the past eight years.
